Father refers. to 
Flower’s Canonization as “the 
most illustrious event of the 
rich Pontificate” of his prede- 
cessor, Pope Pius XI. 

Why should her canonization, 
one of thousands that has taken 
place in the long history of the 
Church, be singled out for such 
special praise? 

This question is not difficult 
to answer.

at 11:30 p.m. on the cold Thurs- 
day night of January 2, 1873, 
three years after the close of 
the Franco-Prussian war. 
Living first in Alencon and 
then in Lisieux, small Norman-

north of Paris, Therese was iso- 
lated from the rush and tumult 
of the world. 

In the solitude of her envir- 
onment before the age of 10, 
she made two resolutions: (1) 
that she would become a Car- 
melite nun and (2) that she

Rather ambitious goals for a 
girl who had not as yet com- 
pleted her studies at the Bene- 
dictine Convent day-school. . 
A few years later, on Pente- 
cost Sunday in May, 1887, when 
Mr. Martin gave permission to 
his youngest daughter, then 14 
years old, to apply for admit- 
tance to Carmel, the first ser- 
ious obstacle was surmounted. 


But. almost immediately a

Bishop of her diocese. Her uncle 
summarized the views of all in 
his statement. “Why, you would 
be the youngest cloistered nun 
in France!

But when arguments were pre- 
sented opposing her entry, this 
beautiful girl with long blond 
curls and big blue eyes became 
as eloquent and persuasive as 
Demosthenes.

She Enters Carmel 
And on tthe bright Spring 


morning of April 9, 1888, at 
7 a.m. she left home, walked 
down the familiar narrow 


streets of Lisieux and entered a 
drab-looking building less than 
a mile away on Rue du Carmel. 
Her eyes were radiant, her gait 
joyous, although in her heart 
she echoed her now famous dic- 
tum: “To leave home is to die 
a little.” 


As the door of the austere 
convent creaked closed behind 
her, the hopes and prayers of 
many years were being realized. 
“IT have come forever,” she told 
Our Lord. Then and there she 
again resolved: “I will not be 
satisfied to be an exemplary 
nun, I will become nothing less 
than a ‘great’ saint.” 

But when Therese set out to 
achieve her generous ambition, 
she soon discovered that the 
road was difficult, rough ; 
and to all appearances, almost 
impossible. 

For one thing, she was amaz- 
ed to discover from history that 
not a few of God’s saints had

oe When He had eaten in their 
sence, He took what remained 
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serted his finger into the holes in 
our Lord’s palms, and dropped his 
hand into the incision made by 
the lance in our Lord’s side. 

When our Lord appeared the 
following week, He said to Thom- 
as, “Bring here thy finger, and 
see My hands; and bring here thy 
hand and put it into My side; 
and be not unbelieving but believ- 
ing.” It was then that Thomas ad- 
dressed our Lord as God. 

St. Paul speaks of these various 
appearances after the Resurrec- 
tion almost as though he is recit- 
ing a formula that is familiar to 
early Christians! 

“For I delivered to you first of 
all, what I also received,” he tells 
his converts at Corinth, “that 
Christ died for our sins according 
to the Scriptures, and that He was 
buried, and that He rose again 
the third day, according to the 
Scriptures, and that He appeared 
to Cephas, and after that to the 
Eleven. Then He was seen by more 
than 500 brethren at one time, 
many of whom are with us still, 
but some have fallen asleep. After 
that he was seen by James, then 
by all the apostles. And last of 
all, as by one born out of due time, 
He was seen also by me” (I Cor- 
inthians 15:3-8). That makes alto- 
gether five separate appearances 
spoken of by St. Paul. 

And what went on during these 
appearances? Why, St. Luke. says 
that Jesus talked about the King- 
dom of God (Acts 1:3). You can 
do a lot of talking in 40 days! 
And what did Jesus say to His 
Apostles during that time? There’s 


_nothing to cover it in the Gospels. 


All we have is St. John’s cryptic 
remark, following the appearance 
to St. Thomas, and telling us that 
“Many other signs also Jesus work- 
ed in the sight of His disciples, 
which are not written in this book” 
(20:30). And in the very last verse 
of his Gospel, he says that “There 
are . many other things that 
Jesus did; but if everyone of these 
should be written, not even the 
world itself, I think, could hold 
the books that would have to be 
written” (21:25). 

What then? Were all those signs 
and conversations forgotten? Did 
the fruit of those 40 days just 
perish from the earth? Ah, no! 
That’s where tradition—oral and 
written—comes in! The 
remembered what they had been 
told and passed it along to the 
early believers, and so it has been 
handed down from generation to 
generation even to this present 
day. 

Take those very words of St. 


Paul that we just quoted, for in- 
stance: “For delivered to you 
first of all, what I also received.” 
What did he deliver, and how had 
he received it? Not from the Bible, 
because it hadn’t yet been written. 
He must have received and de- 
livered it by word of mouth. And 
what did he deliver? The report of 
Jesus appearing to a crowd of 500. 
There’s nothing of that in any of 
the four Gospels. The report of a 
vision to St. James. Nothing about 
that either in the Gospels. And 
how had this information been 
given to the Corinthians in the 
first place? Through Paul’s ‘preach- 
ing. 


So it’s clear that there are going 
to be lots of things about Chris- 
tianity that won’t show up in the 
Gospels, and yet we'll know that 
they’re the teachings of Christ 
from the very fact that this or that 
particular custom or belief goes 
back to the time of the Apostles. 
That’s how we can find St. Paul 
telling the Thessalonians to “Stand 
firm, and hold the teachings that 
you have learned, whether by 
word” — get that — “whether by 
word or by letter of ours” (2 Thes- 
salonians 2:16).

His speciality, as readers of his 
series of brilliant travel books 
know, is description. Consequent- 
ly in Spain he had a field day. For 
that ‘country is packed, from bor- 
der to border, with all manner of 
things to catch and astound the eye. 

Some of the things which he 
paints in words have often before 
been written of; for example, the 
Alhambra in Granada. But others 
are by no means commonplaces of 
books on Spain; for example, the 
fabulous Pastrana tapestries. 

Fortunately, he gives far more 
attention to the second category 
than the first. He did not cover all 
of Spain. But he did travel ex- 
tensively, and he traveled search- 
ingly, hunting out corners un- 
touched to the ,tourist. , 

He saw all the Spains, which 
means not just the variety of re- 
gions, with their sharply contrast- 
ing landscapes and characteristics, 
but also the _ several historical 
levels—prehistoric, Roman, Goth- 
ic, Moorish, Reconquest, imperial, 
nineteenth century. He saw the 
medieval perfectly preserved, and 
alongside it the scene and the at- 
mosphere suggestive-of Biblical 
times in the Holy Land. He saw 
the permeation of Spanish life by 
religion, and, very acutely for one 
not a Catholic, he perceived the 
place of Our Lady in Spanish 
thinking, although he once or twice 
slips into imprecision of utterance 
suggesting that she is regarded as 
divine. : 

He shows an admirable aware- 
ness of Spanish excellences, and 
refutes many a libel on these 
people. It is commonly and stu- 
pidly said, for example, that they 
are lazy. They are the very re- 
verse of lazy, and Mr. Morton rec- 
ognizes that fact. Their cleanli- 
ness, their courtesy, their kind- 
ness, their happiness despite their 
not being as up-to-date as Ameri- 
cans (who are not, by the way, 
conspicuously happy)—these, and 
more, Mr. Morton discerns. 

He does speak occasionally of 
the morbid and macabre as ele- 
ments in the Spanish character. In 
this I think he is wrong. Granted 
that Spaniards never fail to take 
death into account. But this is 
wisdom. And their steady facing 
of death is not an infatuation with 
it, a sickly preoccupation with it,

At a ee to support popular 
morale in Moscow when,’ in 
1941, the Germans were at the city 
gates, an old woman was appoint- 
ed to read a speech supposedly of 
her own composition. She became 
ill, however, and the manuscript 
was thrust into the fiands of a 
Young Communist, a boy of 18. 
He got up and shouted, “I am a 
simple woman worker, the mother 
of five children; the Soviet re- 
gime has given me much happiness 
and I have sent my sons to de- 
fend our land from the enemy.” 


This incidgnt, recorded in Mik- 
hail Soloviev’s “My Nine Lives in 
the Red Army” (McKay. $3.752), 
strikes me as definitive of a qual- 
ity of crazy fantasy characteristic 
of the Soviet mind and method as 
described in books by people who 
have lived under the system. 


Objective fact means nothing. 
What counts, what must be ac- 
cepted, is what the bosses decree. 
Everything must be tortured into 
at least seeming conformity with 
orders,. be it history, science, a 
man’s secret musings, or whatever. 
Propaganda, it is assumed, is om- 
nipotent 

The uses and the power of pro- 
paganda are illustrated all through 
Mr. Soloviev’s book. Now he is 
telling us of the deliberate de- 
struction of Trotsky’s reputation, 
again of the making of Budionny’s. 
Now he is showing us the rigging 
of the treason charges against the 
generals liquidated by Stalin in 
the '30’s, again the propagating of 
the lie that collectivized farming 
was a whopping success in the Uk- 
raine at the very time that. millions 
there were dying of starvation. 
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As he traces his career in Soviet 
journalism and the Red Army, the) 
author, who was taken prisoner by | 
the Germans outside Moscow :and | 
later came to this country, gives 
us closeups of the Kremlin big- 
wigs. 

His sketches of Malenkov and 
Khrushchev, both of whom he 
knew rather well, show them as 
thoroughly vicious. Neither would 
appear to be capable of dealing 
honestly with anyone, a fact which | 
certain people among us have) 
stubbornly refused to confront. As 
for Zhukov, that splendid speci- 
men of soldierly virtue, one need 
but read the lines describing his 
use of infantry to clear minefields 


so as to save Soviet tanks, . to 
know him for a barbarian. 
Of great ‘interest is Mr. Solo- 


viev’s reference to Lion Feucht- 
wanger, the German novelist who 
found sanctuary from Nazism in 
the United States, and has made 
vast sums of money from the pub- 
lication here of his novels. 
These novels frequently show 
an anti-Catholic slant. Thus, 
“Proud Destiny” which was a 4na- 
jor book club choice and a best 


seller, had as its thesis the dubious | 


proposition that the proud destiny 
of the United States has been, and 
continues to be, to break away 
from and oppose the Catholic tra- 
dition. 

Mr. Soloviev writes that, when 
he had grown disgusted with 
Stalinism, “I asked Lion Feucht- 
wanger, whom at that time | re- 
garded almost as a prophet: ‘Tell 
me, what should a man believe in? 
And Feuchtwanger had. answered 
in two words: ‘In Stalin.’ A brief 
answer, but the young Soviet jour- 
nalist who asked it had to pass 
through many bitter experiences 
before he recognized all its great 
and wicked falsity.” ;

judgments as he attempts are as 
tentative as they are few. 

His speciality, as readers of his 
series of brilliant travel books 
know, is description. Consequent- 
ly in Spain he had a field day. For 
that country is packed, from bor- 
der to border, with.all manner of 
things to catch and astound the eye. 

Some of the things which he 
paints in words have often before 
been written of; for example, the 
Alhambra in Granada. But others 
are by no means commonplaces of 
books on Spain; for example, the 
fabulous Pastrana tapestries. 

Fortunately, he gives far more 
attention to the second category 
than the first. He did not cover all 
of Spain. But he did travel ex- 
tensively, and he traveled search- 
ingly, hunting out corners un- 
touched to the tourist. : 

He saw all the Spains, which 
means not just the variety of re- 
gions, with their sharply contrast- 
ing landscapes and characteristics, 
but also the several historical 
levels—prehistoric, Roman, Goth- 
ic, Moorish, Reconquest, imperial, 
nineteenth century. He saw the 
medieval perfectly preserved, and 
alongside it the scene and the at- 
mosphere suggestive-of Biblical 
times in the Holy Land. He saw 
the permeation of Spanish life by 
religion, and, very acutely for one 
not a Catholic, he perceived the 
place of Our Lady in Spanish 
thinking, although he once or twice 
slips into imprecision of utterance 
suggesting that she is regarded as 
divine. 

He shows an admirable aware- 
ness of Spanish excellences, and 
refutes many a libel on these 
people. It is commonly and stu- 
pidly said, for example, that they 
are lazy. They are the very re- 
verse of lazy, and Mr. Morton rec- 
ognizes that fact. Their cleanli- 
ness, their courtesy, their kind- 
ness, their happiness despite their 
not being as up-to-date as Ameri- 
cans (who are not, by the way, 
conspicuously happy)—these, and 
more, Mr. Morton discerns. 

He does speak occasionally of 
the morbid and macabre as ele- 
ments in the Spanish character. In 
this I think he is wrong. Granted 
that Spaniards never fail to take 
death into account. But this is 
wisdom. And their steady facing 
of death is not an infatuation with 
it, a sickly preoccupation with it,

At 4 ae to support popular 
morale in Moscow when,’ in 
1941, the Germans were at the city 
gates, an old woman was appoint- 
ed to read a speech supposedly of 
her own composition. She became 
ill, however, and the manuscript 
was thrust into the fiands of a 
Young Communist, a boy of 18. 
He got up and shouted, “I am a 
simple woman worker, the mother 
of five children; the Soviet re- 
gime has given me much happiness 
and I have sent my sons to de- 
fend our land from the enemy.” 


This incident, recorded in Mik- 
hail Soloviev’s “My Nine Lives in 
the Red Army” (McKay. $3.752), 
strikes me as definitive of a qual- 
ity of crazy fantasy characteristic 
of the Soviet mind and method as 
described in books by people who 
have lived under the system. 


Objective fact means nothing. 
What counts, what must be ac- 
cepted, is what the bosses decree. 
Everything must be tortured into 
at least seeming conformity with 
orders, be it history, science, a 
man’s secret musings, or whatever. 
Propaganda, it is assumed, is om- 
nipotent 

The uses and the power of pro- 
paganda are illustrated all through 
Mr. Soloviev’s book. Now he is 
telling us of the deliberate de- 
struction of Trotsky’s reputation, 
again of the making of Budionny’s. 
Now he is showing us the rigging 
of the treason charges against the 
generals liquidated by Stalin in 
the '30’s, again the propagating of 
the lie that collectivized farming 
was a whopping success in the Uk- 
raine at the very time that millions 
there were dying of starvation. 


As he traces his career in Soviet 
journalism and the Red Army, the | 
author, who was taken prisoner by 
the Germans outside Moscow and 
later came to this country, gives 
us closeups of the Kremlin big- 
wigs. 

His sketches of Malenkov and 
Khrushchev, both of whom he 
knew rather well, show them as 
thoroughly vicious. Neither would 
appear to be capable of dealing 
honestly with anyone, a fact which 
certain people among us have 
stubbornly refused to confront. As 
for Zhukov, that splendid speci- 
men of soldierly virtue, one need 
but read the lines describing his 
use of infantry to clear minefields 
so as to save Soviet tanks, to 
know him for a barbarian. 

Of great interest is Mr. Solo- 
viev’s reference to Lion Feucht- 
wanger, the German novelist who 
found sanctuary from Nazism in 
the United States, and has made 
vast sums of money from the pub- 
lication here of his novels, 

These novels frequently show 
an anti-Catholic slant. Thus, 
“Proud Destiny” which was a 4na- 
jor book club choice and a_ best 
seller, had as its thesis the dubious 
proposition that the proud destiny 
of the United States has been, and 
continues to be, to break away 
from and oppose the Catholic tra- 
dition. 

Mr. Soloviev writes that, when 
he had grown disgusted with 
Stalinism, “I asked Lion Feucht- 
wanger, whom at that time | re- 
garded almost as a prophet: ‘Tell 
me, what should a man believe in? 
And Feuchtwanger had. answered 
in two words: ‘In Stalin.’ A brief 
answer, but the young Soviet jour- 
nalist who asked it had to pass 
through many bitter experiences 
before he recognized all its great 
and wicked falsity.” :

ended up right back where it 
started out — by the big storage 
bottle..A last piece of hose drain- 
ed down into my scrub pail.

Occasion for the act was the 
grand finale of the second annual 
national study week of the Young 
Christian Workers held at Notre 
Dame University. Spirit had been 
pitched high among the 275 young 
working fellows and girls and their 
60 priest-chaplains who had just 
completed a solid week working 
together on problems of “The 
Young Worker in the Community,” 
praying and singing daily Mass to- 
gether, and constantly singing to- 
gether between workshops, after 


sessions, on the way to and from 


meals, and in the evenings. This 
particular night was the climax — 
the big dance and talent show. 


As a backdrop to the show 
which the five boys from Chicago 
staged the last night of the study 
week, there is a dramatic story. 


There is the story of Grand 
Crossing Park — which could be 
the park in your parish neighbor- 
hood, wherever you live—and of 
all the other teenage hangouts 
along Chicago’s 79th street. There 
is the story of what is happening 
to these five fellows from the 
park now that they are a part of 
the Young Christian Workers and 
what may happen, because of 
them, to the Church, to their par- 
ish, and even to the rest of the 

uys in the park who have yet to 
sb of the Y.C.W. The purpose 
of the Y.C.W. is to see that this 
same story has a similar beginning 
in parishes throughout the coun- 
try. 

Last Winter Father Robert Car- 
roll decided to start a section of 
the Pre-Y.C.W. in the parish. PRE- 
Y.C.W. is for teenagers who are 
still in high school but who will go 


into work-life upon graduation. In 
much the same way

les, Father. contacted 11 fellows 
from the park — several of them 
from the Catholic schools but most 
of them from the public high 
schools. He asked them if they

Father Carroll explained that|} 


he needed their help in the youth 
work in the parish and how the 
Church needed their help to bring 
Christ to all the rest of the guys 
in the park—even to the one with 
the dirty stories. He told them 
what the Young Christian Work- 
ers believe, namely, that if our 
young mo don’t see Christ in 
their buddies, the chances are 
they may never see Christ, be- 
cause the parish priest doesn’t 
hang out on street corners or at 
the park or other places where 
youth get together. 


This is how PRE-Y.C.W. came to 
our parish. All through the —_— 
these fellows met once a wee 
with Father Carroll. Each week 
one of them would go to the rec- 
tory to prepare the Gospel dis- 
cussion with Father, and another 
one would prepare the Social In- 
quiry part of the meeting — the 
bull session part on the problems 
of youth. 

During the Spring the boys dis- 
cussed such problems as friend- 
ship, home life, movies, religious 
practices, drinking, dating, read- 
ing, part-time jobs. Each week 
they took a different problem, 
gathered facts on it from the guys 
they knew, had a round-table dis- 
cussion on what the Church teach- 
es about all this, then took an ac- 
tion for the week. 


Some of the actions went like 
this — visit your relatives, take 
your Mom out on a date, help out 
more around the house, invite guys 
off the street corners into your 


_homes, use a missal on Sunday and 
that Christ} 


don’t always flop into the last pew 
at the 12:15 Mass. These actions 
came out of their social inquiry. 


In the Gospel discussion, they 
take a text from the New Testa- 
ment. For example: “The harvest 


is plentiful enough but the labor- 
ers are few: you must ask the 
Lord to Whom the harvest belongs 
to send the laborers out for the 
harvesting.” The boys then dis- 
cuss in teenage lingo what kind of 
guys Christ chose as His first di- 
sciples. They relate all this to 
their “call” by the Y.C.W. — 
through Father Carroll, Christ’s 
representative—to reap a harvest 
in Grand Crossing Park for Christ, 
for the Church and for their par- 
ish. 

about how the first 


apostles were ordinary men—fish- 
ermen and workers — from ordin- 
ary families, but how they had 
ualities of generosity, zeal, a wil- 
lingness to serve, a spirit of sac- 
rifice. That’s all the Y.C.W. was 
asking of them—to be ordinary 
fellows from the parks; the hang- 
outs, the offices, the factories, the 
schools, who will pitch in to win 
young people back to Christ. 


Understand, these guys aren’t 
“Holy Joes.” They haven’t aban- 
doned their ball teams, their hang- 
outs, their card games, to become 
kind“of “religious sissies.” They 
haven’t flipped their lid, as the 
expression goes. The aim of PRE- 
Y.C.W. is not to withdraw them 
from their environment, but to 
keep them, there as Christians con- 
scious of a mission to bring Christ 
to that environment. 


The first Wednesday night back 
in the parish after the study week 
at Notre Dame was the most spir- 
ited one the parish had known in 
two years. It began with a song 
session of all the songs in the Y. 
C.W. song book which the boys 
had brought back with them. The 
guys enacted their skit again for 
the kids back home. Then, Billy 
Hough, a fulltime organizer for the 
Y.C.W. on loan to the United 
States from England, talked to ev- 
eryone present. 

Billy Hough told the whole 
group about the Y.C.W. He ap- 

ealed to the quality of generos- 
ity which marks American youth. 
He asked them to give themselves 
to their fellow teenagers, to make 
their Catholic faith mean some- 
thing to them, something which af- 
fects them every day of their lives, 
not just on Sunday. Billy told 
them how younger people through- 
out the world are looking to Amer- 
ican youth for leadership. 

There seemed to be a new spirit 
in the parish hall and at the hang- 
outs on 79th street this Wednesday 
evenng, It may have been a 
sign of things to come once the 
youth from the parish catch the 
— of the Y.C.W. That’s what 
the guys from the park were 
thinking about.

This came to’me when I 
received a letter from my friends 
at Holy Cross Mission in Alaska, 
and 1 wondered if the missionary 


spring times they used. to know. 
About now they will be looking to 
catch a glimpse of the first sign of 
the breaking up of ice which has 
stretched thickly across the Yukon 
through the winter. When the. ice 
breaks up and flows to the sea, 
then they know that spring has 
come, but it is gone almost as fast. 
The frost comes out of the ground, 
the potatoes are planted, and sud- 
denly the cool summer is on them. 


I thought of all of this now be- 
cause this week will be the tenth 
anniversary of the death of the 
wonderful missionary to Alaska 
who spent 51 years bringing the 
gospel of Our Lord to the Indians 
and Eskimos in that wild country. 
His name was Bishop Joseph Ra- 
yhael Crimont, S.J., and he died on 
May 20, 1945, 

My memory of him went back to 
those days when I worked with 
him in Juneau, Alaska and helped 
him with his Memoirs. Knowing 
him was a rare privilege. 

His first assignment in Alaska 
was to Holy Cross Mission in the 
summer of 1894. He was made 
Spiritual Director, and some of the 
people who remembered _ those 
early days said “his words were 
like sparks from the Heart of Our 
Lord,” 

The mode of living’ had not 
changed very much since those 
early. days. Holy Cross then, as 
now, was a boarding school for the 
native children, many of whom are 
orphans, All .along through the 
years the missionaries stationed at 
the mission have traveled by 
dogsled or on snow shoes through 
the biting sub zero weather to 
bring the sacraments to the dying 
natives. The poverty, the hard 
work of the missionaries — all this 
is still the same as during the 
earliest days of Bishop Crimont’s 
activity. 

The joy and happiness of the 
children and missionaries at Holy 
Cross has not changed through the 
years. I lived it for three weeks, 
and it is something I shall always 
remember.

Since that day 30 years ago, the 
greatest number of honors heaped 
upon any saint in the past 1,000 
years has been bestowed upon the 
humble Carmelite Virgin who 
through “Spiritual Childhood” so 
successfully exchanged her own 
weakness for the Crown of Glory.

doctrines of Church, what I 
needed was to ahead. I would 
probably find the secure faith I 
was loo for after I began to 


make use of the graces to be gained 
throught the sacraments of the 
Church. He advised me to continue 
also to study Church history, and 
of course to pray frequently for 
faith; and recommended a _ book 
that helped much to resolve one 
of my biggest difficulties—the 
supposed conflict between creation 
and evolution (which must bother 
many who are exposed to the same 
kind of purely secular education 
that I had been). 

I left with a great sense of relief 
and hope, but for the sake of pros- 
pective converts and others who 
may be bothered by similar doubts 
about religion, let me say that 
faith does not come in a blinding 
flash or sudden revelation, but 
must be sought and nourished care- 
fully through every help the 
Church can give. For us who some- 
where lost that complete and un- 
questioning faith of. childhood, it 


immediately, 
with the help of our confessor pi 
one of the numerous Catholic 
books available. Communion, and 
also prayer, must be regular and 
frequent, even if for a long time 
there is no emotional response. 

One of the wonderful things 
about the Catholic religion is that 
the more we learn about it, the 
more beautiful and clear does its 
truth become. We have the assur- 
ance, too, that God does not judge 
us by our emotional feelings, but 
by our efforts to learn His truths 
and do what He wants. And a faith 
that has been given us only after 
long seeking should be all the more 
appreciated, because. it is not 
likely to be taken for granted. The 
Catholic faith is too good to be 
true—but it is true!

In Its Efforts To Improve Conditions 
In Our Community Thru These Media 


EVERAL Wisconsin communi- 
ties are now organizing coun- 
cils to rid the newsstands of horror 
and crime comic books as well as 
all other types of salacious litera- 
ture available: to children and 
teenagers. 


Already organized in Green Bay 
and DePere, and being organized 
in Chippewa Falls, La Crosse, 
Manitowoc, Fond du Lac, and 
Appleton, these councils are com- 
munity wide in their scope and 
activity. : 

The council in Green Bay and 
DePere is composed of 70 organl- 
zations representing all religious, 
service, educational and cultural 
groups in the two cities. Two Cath- 
olie priests, two. ministers, a Jew- 
ish rabbi, and others from various 
groups compose the board of di- 
rectors. 

The council is known as COM- 
BAT (Council On Movies, Books, 
Audio, Television). It is not a 
censor board and it insists on a 
positive, educational approach to 
the problem of indecency. 


COMBAT’s investigation com- 
mittee calls on all druggists and 
magazine dealers once a month to 
check the type of reading matter 
on the newsstands. The members 
of the investigating: committee ex- 
plain the purpose of the council to 
the dealers and make it clear that 
they are determined to rid the 
community of salacious literature. 
The dealers are asked to cooper- 
ate and most of them are cooperat- 
ing. They are keeping from their 
newsstands all literature that ap- 
pears on the objectionable list of

the National Organization of De- 
cent Literature. 

Also part of COMBAT is a 
Better Reading Committee, com- 
munity-wide in scope. All librar- 
ians in Green Bay and DePere are 
on this committee in an advisory 
capacity. This committee gives 
wide publicity to good, wholesome 
reading. 

COMBAT presents an “Award” 
or certificate (see cut) to those 
dealers who cooperate’ with the 
council and do not sell objection- 
able literature. This award is pub- 
licized in the newspapers and on 
television. Dealers want to receive 
this award because it is good pub- 
licity for them. Of course, if the 
dealer does not continue to coop- 
erate, the award will be taken 
away from him. 

Besides the investigating com- 
mittee and the Better Reading 
Committee, COMBAT also’ has a 
Movie Committee and a Television 
and Radio Committee. The Movie 
Committee calls on public and 
parochial schools each Thursday 
to have films recommended for the 
entire family, or particularly for 
children, listed on the bulletin 
boards. This helps parents select 
movies for their children on week- 
ends. Lists of recommended mo- 
vies for adults and for the entire 
family are placed in the local news- 
paper each Thursday. 

The committee doesn’t attempt 
to evaluate motion pictures and 
pictures not approved are ignor- 
ed. The movie evaluations of the 


Legion of Decency are used for the 
recommended lists. 

The Television and Radio Com- 
mittee also uses a positive ap- 
proach. When a program is pre- 
sented on radio or television that 
is unsuitable for children, the 
committee writes the sponsor of 
the. program a courteous letter 
telling him what the objections 
are. If a program is particularly 
pleasing entertainment, or educa- 
tional, the sponsor is also advised 
of this. 

COMBAT backers realize that 
they must arouse public sentiment 
against salacious reading matter. 
Too many adults, and parents of 
young children particularly, are 
too complacent about the trash 
now on most newsstands. So the 
council is doing a number of things 
-to arouse this publie sentiment. 

It has asked the newspapers and 
radio and television stations to 
publicize the council. It has asked 
the newspapers to comment edi- 
torially on the movement. It has 
interested priests, ministers and 
rabbis in talking about the cam- 
paign from the pulpit. It has or- 
ganized a Speakers’ Bureau com- 
posed of men and women capable 
of speaking before groups. 

This Council On Movies, Books, 
Audio, and Television has proved 
successful in Green Bay and 
‘DePere, Wisconsin. Perhaps it 
could be equally as successful in 
your community.

In Diocese To Get New Awards 


South Bend — Presentation of 
two St. George awards to Boy 
Scout leaders featured the first 
annual Catholic Scouters Dinner of 
the Tri-Valley Boy Scout Council 
in the St. Stephen parish recrea- 
tion hall.
